The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 16, [side of the abutment surface of the fence] has been replaced for 
-front side of the saw-. 

Claim 13, line 20, [side of the abutment surface of the fence.] has been replaced 
for --front side of the saw; and-. Also, in line 21, - a light projecting device for 
projecting light so as to form a projected line on the workpiece and the mirror 
having a reflective surface positioned so that the projected light from the light 
projecting device does not directly impinge thereon.-- has been added. 
Claim 17 has been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable because the prior art 
fails to teach a mirror for reflecting the projected line which is projected on the side of the 
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workpiece which is in abutting contact with the abutment surface of a fence and for allowing a 
reflected line image of the projected line on the abutting contact side of the workpiece to be 
observed from front side of the saw as set forth in claim 1 . Also, the prior art fails to teach a 
mirror for reflecting the rear end of the slit and for enabling a reflected image of the rear end of 
the slit to be observed from a front side of the saw as set forth in clam 13. 

Aziz et al. teaches the mirror 18 in confrontation with the side workpiece and reflecting 
projected line 16 from a light projecting device 14 to be projected on the workpiece, but the 
mirror is not capable of allowing a reflected line image of the projected line on the abutting 
contact side of the workpiece to be observed from front side of the saw and reflecting the rear 
end of the slit and for enabling a reflected image of the rear end of the slit to be observed from a 
front side of the saw.
